THE PLATFORM. 

The Democratic party of New York renews 
its fidelity to the principles set forth by the 
New Yurk State Democraticg Conventions of 
"74, ’°75 and ’76gwhich were twice approved at 
the ballot boxes by the peonv‘e of the Empire 
State and were vindicated bythe wise admin- 
istration of the Democratic State Executives 
then chosen, and to the principles set forth by 
the Nationa) Democrat'c ention at St. Louis 
which were approved by the decisive popular 
and electoral majorities in the Presidential 


-election of ’76. The victories then won in this 


State and in the United States were 
in the name and for the sake of re- 
form. The people were defrauded of the fruits 
of victory in the Federal election by a false 
count of the ‘eleétoral votes fh ’76, and 
flagrant corruption in the election 
of °80. Retorm throughout the Federal 
Administration is still a necessity. The con- 
tinuing disclosures of new and hitherto coa- 
cealed plundering of the people’s fund by 
inner rings in the Treasury, the Post-office 
and the Interior|Departments demonstrate that 
reform is now, morethan ever, a necessity. 
It remains for the National Democratic partv 
to restore the Federal Government to fraternal 
spirit, the constitutional wrinciples, the fru- 
gual expenditure and administrative purity of 
the fathers of this republic. It remains,like- 
wise, forthe Democracy of the Stute of New 
York, as their first political duty, to 
resume ang carry on to suecessful 
completion in all dep»rtments of its govern- 
ment the great measures and policy of ad- 
ministrative reform which between 1874 and 
1876 reduced by one-half the burden of our 
State taxation, and which then and during the 
three succeeding years established throughout 
the executive departments vigor, economy 
and fidelity to puplic trusts.

DES MOINES, IOWA, 4:15 A. M.—The city of 
Des Moines complete gives Sherman 1,954; 
Kinne, 902; Clark, 206. Sherman over Kinne 
Ind Democrats, 1,052; over all, 846. In Polk 
county the Repu blican majority is about 1,600, 


andthe whole Republican county ticket is 
elected. 

6A.M.—At this hour the Republican State 
Committee and the State Register have re- 
ports from a portion of thirty-eight counties, 
some of the counties nearlvinfull. These re- 
turns give Sherman, Republican, for Governor 
4,879 majority over Kinne, Democratic. Last 
fall the same counties gave Garfield 8,581 
majority. The same relative vote over the 
State will give Sherman a majority of between 
50,000 and 55,000 over the Democrats. 
and a majority of 55,000 over all. The reports 
indicate a majority of ninetyin the Legisla- 
ture. The Senate willbe more strongly Re- 
publican than in 1874, as there is a gain of one 
in Dubuque and one in Lee, and possibly one 
in heokuk. There have been fewer Republi- 
can losses on account of the prohibitory 
amendment than were expected, and some of 
the Prohibition Josses onthe Republican side 
in Cass county run pretty close to other causes 
than that.

Ohio Election, 
THE RESULT. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, October 12.—The-vote through- 
out the State is more slow in coming in than at 
any previous election for years. The inde- 
pendent scratchers seem to have gotten 
in great work on county and township tickets 
all over Ohio, which causes a delayin the 
count. Returns from about half the State 
show slight Democratic net gains. It is safe 
to say Foster’s majority will not fall below 
12,000, and may reach 15,000. In Montgomery 
county the large Democratic majority was al- 
most entirely swept away,caused by the refus- 
al of the Democratic Board of Manazers of the 
Soldiers’ Mome to remove Governor Patrick, 


who nas made i himself obnoxious to 
the citizens and inmates of the 
heme. In the home itseH, Foster 
gains 250 votes. The Republican majority in 
Clevelandis reduced one-third. Beyond this 
the Republicans seem to have vained in cities 
and lostinthecountry. The Legislature will 
be Repobiican in both branches probably, 
though tne Senate will be exceeding close, with 
a bare chance only of a Democratic majority of 
one. In Hamilton county and Cincinnati at 
this hour (noon) lJessthan half the precincts 


have been heard from, enough, 
however, to show the following 
results: Foster’s majority will be 


hetween twelve and sixteen hundred. Judge 
Watton has beaten Montgomery a second 
time for Probate Judge, and Lake Staley, the 
present Tieasurer, is snowed under by his 
own party, Charley Mills beating him by 
probablv 3,000. Staley belonged to the 
ring. Thej~Democrats have elected three of 
the Common Pleas Judge s,namely, Every, Mal- 
lon and Jobnson, and tnere isa chance that 
Huston has also pulled through 
by a small majority.

HAMILTON COUNTY. 


CINCINNATI, October 12.—From Hamilton 
county, twenty-five country and nineteen city 
precincts give Foster 8,000 majority. In the 
neal ticket the Democrats probably elect the 
Treasurer, Probate Judge, and three of the 
tive Common Pleas Judges. For the Senate 
and House of Representatives the race looks 
even. The Republicans seem to have five 
members of the Countv Board of Control and 
one County Gommissioner.

FIFTY-FIVE PRECINCTS. 


Fifty-five precincts in Hamilton county have 
heen heard from. Fiftyremain to be heard. 
Foster's majority thus far is 1,500. The Re- 
publicans elect nine outof ten candidates on 
the Legislative ticket and lose one, lhobert 
Harlan, the colored man in 
whcse stead the Democrats elect 
Gen. A. F. Devereux. The Republicans elect 
two State Senators and lose one named 
Walker M. Yeatman, while the Demo- 
crats probabl elect Geo. E. Geoult 
Senator. The Republicans elect Conner and 
Moxwell Common Pleas Judges certainly in 
Case, Cox and Crossley, while LBookwalter ts 
doubtful. The Democrats elect as Common 
Pleas Judges certainly Avery, and probably 
Maller and Johnson. The Democrats elect 
Isaac B. Mathon Probate Judge. Neverin ten 
vears before was there a failure to have nearly 
all the returns of Hamilton coun- 
ty by about 4 o’clock in the morning 
after the election.

‘The gentleman bas since become 
one of theartist’s (iearest friends, but for the 
time being he was the cause of no slight 
trouble tothe latter. Rossi ranthe risk of 
being obliged to postpone for five years the 
pressing engagement he had formed with the 
Milanese theater-coers. The report of the 
two shots, as a matterof course, aroused the 
hotel.

The actor was looked up for the rest of 
the night, his expi:nationhaving seemingly 
no cffect upon the mind of the Judge.

Rossi had given up all hope, when the kind- 
hearted man addressed him as follows: 
“Last nigbt,’’ said he, ‘tthe representative 
of the law spoke to you as it was his duty to 
do; this morning listen to what the friend 
has tosay.

You 
did well to chastise that peasant. I know 
that you are expected at Milan; go; take this 
ring as a memento, and go away as quickly as 
you can.” 

Rossi did not wait to be told onee more to 
go. He hardly thanked his benefactor and 
fled: but he values that ring even to-da 
more than the majority of the kingly presents 
he has since received. 

Perhaps the most important epoch in Ros- 
si’s artistic career is marked by his visit to 
Paris in the year 1855 during the Universal 
Exhibition. He was then engaged as leading 
young maninthe company that supported 
Mme. Ristori. To win fame in roles second- 
ary to the impersonations of the great trage- 
dienne seemed impossible. Yet Gautier, 
Janin, the elder Dumas, Paul de St. Victor— 
all the great French critics of the time—were 
so captivated by the beauty of his acting that 
they called him a genius, and placed him on 
the same pedestal with the already famous 
queen of the Italian stage. 

It would occupy too much space to follow 
Rossi in all the triumphs that he has since 
gathered in Germany and Russia, in Spain 
and England. All the sovereigns of Europe 
have lavished honors and presents upon him. 
Ferdinand of Portuga’!, father of the present 
King, Luis L., would have given Rossi any- 
thingif he had conosentedto remain at the 
court of Lisbon and read for him every day 
some psssage from Dante’s “Divine Com- 
edy.” Ferdinand, unlike other sovereizns, is 
quite a literary man, besides being kquite an 
artistin mosaic work. He has anaparimentin 
the royal palace which is conplet-ty|furnished 
with objects of mosaic and marqueterie 
wrought by his own bands. He sometimes 
jested about his mania, saying that he had 
tearned and practiced a trade so that he 


‘ would always be able to support himseif 


even if he should Jose his present employ- 
ment. One day he invited Rossi to breakfast 
with him. The breaktast lasted two hours. 
After the repast was over this nominal king 
took Rossi’s arm and sbowed him the apart- 
ment furnished with the works of his royal 
hand. The artist was amazed at the spien- 
dor and elegance of the rooms, and was liber- 
al ef intelligent praise.

could not be comfortable under £3,000 a 
year, and he could not possibly get through 
£5,000. This isinameasure true of the 
United States. It might be safely asserted 
thatin the whole of this country there are 
not five persons, if as aan who spend on 
their establishments $100,000. A careful es- 
timate, made a yearortwo ago by persons 
eminently qualified to make it, brought such 
expenditure up to $95,000. It included a 
town house, a yacht, a villa at Newport and 
a country seat. 

What runs away with incomes of from $59,- 
000 to $250,000 in England is the keeping up 
ef country seats, hounds, hospitality, and 
game preserves. At Drumlanrig castle, for 
instance, one of its owner’s ten residences, 
there are eighty miles of grass drive keptin 
order: at Gridge, more thanforty. Add to 
this acres of garden and grass and the ex- 
penses of park-keepers and game-Keepers, 
unditis easy tosee where the money goes. 
If there isa hunting eatablishment on a lib- 
eral scale, at least $20,000 a year must be 
added. 

Again, while the hospitality of an average 
well-to-do American favorably compares 
with that of an Englishman of similar means, 
tbatof the broad-acred Evglishman is im- 
menselv greater tban that of the American 
millionaire. The latter gives some dinner 
parties, and, perhaps, an anuual ball, and 
+}eeps adozen servants; the Englishman, on 
the cther hand,besides constantiyentertaining 
in town, often sit downto dinner for weeks 
ata time with twenty guests, staying with 
their servants in his country house, and 
feeds from fifty to sixty every day in his ser- 
vants’ hall. with as much beef and beer as 
they please to consume. More than.this, he 
at times entertains whole schools and par- 
ishes, besides giving away hundreds of 
pounds in the shape of beefand blankets at 
Christmas. He subscribes, too, to every pub- 
lic charity in the county; sometimes in two 
or three counties. 

Merely to take a single example, there is 
Lord Derby, with ten men servants in his 
house, and about forty more domestics feed- 
ing at his board. Supposing to-morrow he 
and his wife should agree to struggle along 
on $100,000 a vear, he could save at least 
$800,000 a vear; while, were the Dukes of 
Westminster, Devonshire, and Bedford to 
do likewise, their savings would be@still 
greater. Supposing Lord Derby to save at 
this rate for thirty years, what an archi- 
millionaire he would become. 

Twenty years ago there died a queer oid 
bachelcr, Lord Digby,who owned Raleigh’s 
ill-fated home of Sherborne custle. He was 
a most liberal landlord, but did not care to 
spend more than some $35,000 a year, and let 
his money goon rolling up, investing it all in 
the three per cents. His income was not a 
fourth of Lord Derby’s, but he leftin the 
funds $4,500,000. As a rule a Peer leaves 
comparatively little behind him; $1,000,000 
would be regarded an unusually large sum 
foraman with $400,000 a year to have, and 
there is but one case on record—that of Lord 
Dysart, an eccentric recluse—of a Peer leay- 
ing over $7,500,000 personalty. 

On very large properties the surplus in- 
come is chiefly expended in very costly im- 
provements. Thus the Duke of Devonshire 
has buiit Eastbourne and much of Buxton. 
The Duke of Buccleuch has expehded thou- 
sands at Grarton, and both have put vast 
sums into enterprises connected with Barrow- 
in-Furness. About $10,000,000 of Lord Bute’s 
has gone into docks at Cardiff. The late Lord 
Westminster built and rebuilt probably not 
less than one thousand houses in London, 
and Northumberland and Sutherland reflect 
on all sides the generous expenditure of the 
Dukes of their name, while beautiful 
churches, commodious schools, and hand- 
some homesteads soon inform the traveler in 
Wiltshire and Bedfordsnire tha€ he is on the 
broad domain of the Earl of Pembroke or the 
Duke of Bedford. Hud the vast sums thus 
spent been mainly putinto stocks, or bonds 
and mortgages, the present holders of the 
lands might bave been richer men, but the 
country would have been in many respects 
the loser, andit would bea _ widely different- 
lookirg region from what it is to-day.

Pavements in London. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Public opinion in London has come to re- 
gard wood pavement as the perfection of 
highways. Whetherit be that the prevara- 
tion andlaying down are more scientifically 
done or whether the material be better,there 
isno question that London’s wood pave- 
ment presents the final solution of covering 
streets. “Tbe enormous traffic of the Strand, 
so incessant that the noise of it goes up like 
the roar of Niagara, does not make as much 
noise as one of the comparatively traffickless 
side streets of New York or Philadelphia. A 
curious point about wood pavement in Lon- 
don is that remts go up five andten per cent 
so £00n as the streets are paved. Exzstern 
London—that is, the bank region, or what is 


known as the city—is paved largely with | 


asphalt; butcurionusly enough this is not so 
much relished as theg-woedy and there is a 
general clamor for Parliament to take the 
control of the vast districts comprising the 
cifjy into its own hands, that legislation may 
be uniform. Itis calculated that within the 
next five years every foot of London will be 
paved with wood. 


Senator Christiancy’s Family.

Mrs. Christiancy gave evidence yesterday 
in the divorcee suit. She testified that after 
her marriage with Mr. Christiancy in 1876 he 
took ber to his home in Michigan, where she 
spent two years of her married life.

the luminous paint. A perfectly dark room 
has been made in the building for the purpose 
of exhibiting the pevuliar effeets produced by 
the paint. In the ceiling of this room are 
trap-doors and various appliances for tne 
better display of practical tests. 

The gentleman in charge of this, department, 
after first explaining thatthe composition of 
the paint wasfa’seeret; gave a description of 
the method of application and of the theory 
of its diffusion of light as follows: 

The powder, which is the basis of .the pig- 
ment,may be mixed either in oil or im distem- 
per. It is prepared inthe latter form for ap- 

lication to the walls of rooms, plaster, 
usta or statues, etc, It ma 
when mixed with oil,to wood, stone,:*iron 
or any ordinary substance. The object 
painted with it is first given a coat 
of a chemical mixture which retains the phos- 
phorescent qualities of the luminous paint, 
of which three or four coats are then applied. 
Before commencing to diffuse light the paint 
must be exposed to sunlight for a few mo- 
ments. The principle upou which itis sup- 
posed to act is this: Theselarrays are sup- 
posed to disintegrate or dis @rb more or less, 
according to the time for ‘which it is expos- 
ed, the molecuies of the interior surface, 
which gives off atonce rays oflight. When 
itis taken into the dark tne surface gradual- 
lv returns to its normal condition; hence the 
light diminishes during the nigut, becoming 
fainter and fainter, thouch still. perceptible 
just before daylight. 

The first experiment was the lowering of a 
large canvas stretched ona framework and 
covered with the luminous paiot through a 
hatchway inthe ceiling down into the per- 
fectiy dark room, Which it immediately tilled 
with a peculiar purplish light. At first sight 
the impression given Was a peculiarly weird 
and ghastiv one, but as the eye became ac- 
customed to it, it became even agreeable. 

Then alarge pane of glass -was placed in 
the hatchway ani covered so as to exclude 
all natural light. This threw down rays of 
light by which the walls of the room and the 
various arti@les in: it were faintly indicated, 
Then the Batchway was removed andthe 
light allowed to enter through thé glass; By 
this means the room was almost brilliantly 
lighted, as the paint is a remarkable sonduc- 
tor of naturai light, or rather the light has 
the effect of.exhibiting comtimually the phos- 
phorescené of the paint. | 

Next a plaster bust illuminated by the pre- 
paration was taken into the light for a mo- 
ment and broughtintothe room. ‘The out- 
line’ was quite distinct, and there were ver 
natural shadows beneath the chin of the head, 
and near the principal features, which gave 
it almost the appearance of life. Then it was 
— to the light again for a longer time, 
and upon all sides equally. After this its ap- 
pearance inthe dark was remarkably vivid, 
and the head. stood out in bold relief, like 
that of a fine cameo, while nothing else inthe 
room could be seen 

The effect of such an apparition upon a 
burglar, or upon a stranger unaccustomed to 
anyth@mg of the kind, coming upon a bust or 
statue treated in this way ina-dark room, 
The spiritualists might 
use the paint in their invocations and ma- 
terializations of departed spiritsin a highly 
startling manner. Next a small elevator cov- 
ered with a sliding box was lowered into the 
room, and a group of statuary nearly of life 
size was exposed to view. The surface ex- 
posed was so large, however, that the form 
was less clearly definedthan that of the bust, 
on account of the light diffused through the 
apartment. 

It has been suggested that the paint be used 
on posts along the sides of roads; on life and 
moving buoys, and in the interior of powder 
mavazines, collieries, or wherever it is unsafe 
to carry an ordipvary light. For out-of-door 
uses, however, the reporter was informed 
that it was of no great value, as the diffusion 
of Jight is so general, even at night, excep’ on 
rare occasions, that the paint would have no 
effect. For domestic use it may be applied to 
a number of small articles with, convenient 
results. For match-safesitis useful, as in- 
dicating their precise location. Watch faces 
vainted with it enable the wearer to see the 
time in the dark. Insick-rooms it mizht be 
used with advantage from abeve, as inthe 
second experiment meutioned. It is actually 
being employed in pilot-houses to illuminate 
the compass and in the tteamers Bristol and 
Providence to show the ind ¢ator, which gives 
the position oftbe helm. When used in the 
pilot-house in this way, to the exclusion of

New York Hotels. 
From a New york Letter. 

As New York attracts visitors from all 
parts of the world the hoteles are well patron- 
izct Some new featnres, however, are now 
introduced which show how wealth and luxu- 
ry can increase the costof support. Here is 
Fifth avenue establish- 
ment—not intended for transient guests, but 
for boarders of the highest rank. It contains 
no single rooms, being laid out in suites of 
three or more. These rent for $40 to $160 
per week, to which is added the price 
of board, which is not less than $20 
per week. There are _ families at 
the Sherwood whose Dill is $1,000 
| aed month, and if the reader ig 

esirous of getting rid of his money in ap 
elegant as well as rapid mamtner, will 
know where to take rooms. The Broadway 
hotels charge from $3 50 to % per day. Other 
houses rent rooms by the night or week, and 
the guests take theirmeals at the restaurant 
in the basement. Lovejoy, the originator of 
this system, became famous in his day and 
made a fortune. He charged 50 cents nightly 
for rooms, but at present the price is F1, In 
addition tothese are the cheap hotels near 
Washington Market, which are always ful] 
and are making money at a very handsome 
rate. They charge from 35 to 75 cents for rooms 
and the cuests eat inthe restaurant. These 
houses attract a solid class which only seeks 
comfort and economy, and hence {s Willing to 
putupin the plebeian precincts of Wash 
ington Market.

onthe lottery business, and some of the 
Frenchmen of the city do a thriving comniis- 
sion business in buying tickets or suggesting 
iucky numbers for thelr friends. The Mexi- 
ean lottery is about as fair as any 
lottery can be. It is under the super- 
vision of the government, and  par- 
ticular pains are taken to havethe drawings 
conducted upon a fair and systematic basis. 
The®apital prizes range from $600 to $50,000, 
and drawings occur three or four times 4 
week. A number of Mexican fortunes have 
been made from these lotteries. Public opin- 
ion is ae in their favor, and any at- 
tempt to moralize upon the pernicious effect 
of the lottery as an institution of Mexico 
meets with no attention: The Mexican is in- 
tensely superstitious. He also believes in 
that abstract quality known as luck, and «as 
moves the desire will 
possess him to ‘‘play’’ in the lottery. To 
abolish these drawings a Mexican would con- 
sider his mest sacred rizhts encroache: 
upon. 

The Government will not permit Havana 
lottery tickets to be sold openiy uoon the 
streets of Mexico, but there is sai] to be quite 
a secret sale inthe city of these tickets. In 
fact, in thedotterv line. the Government is 
soanewbat exclusive. end will encouraze only 
the home articic, and does not look with fa- 
Vcr upon aby foreign jotteries.

REFERRING to the grain trade ot the United 
States, the New York Times says: Prior to 1876 
the export trade “4 the Mississippi route 
amounted to little. In1379it was nearly 500,- 
000 tons, including over 6,000,000 bushels of 
grain, andin] over 815,000 tons, including 
more than 15,700,000 bushels of grain. This 
year, from the opening of navigation in Feb- 
ruary tothe lst of August, the shipments of 
grain from St. Louisto New. Orleans included 
nearly 3,500,000 bushels of wheat and 6,500,000 
of corn. <A Single steamer with a tow of 
barges has taken on one trip 159,571 bushels of 
wheat and 136,544 bushels of corn, with other 
freight, makingin aliover 10,000 tons. It ig 
said that it would require 50 trains of 20 cars 
to bring the same bulk of merchandise to New 
York by rail, and it may be calculated how 
many canal-boats of 240 tons each would be re- 
quired totakeitfromthe lakes to this city. 
Another statement madeinthis connection is 
that such vast cargoes have been delivered in 
the elevators at New Orleans withm the week 
of departure from 8t. Louis, and that all the 
railroads running eastward from the same 
point could not deliver a like amount in a 
month. St. Louis already employs in this 
business eight elevators costing $3,500,090, and 
having acapacity of 6,700,000 bushels, while 
additions are being made with a capacity of 
over 3,000,000 bushels. Barges already in use 
are capable of carrying 5,000,060 bushels per 
month. Still more significant is the calcula- 
tion that in favorable seasons, with good nav- 
igation, graip can be carried from St. Louis to 
New Orleans for 2% cents a bushel, while. it 
costs about 22 cents to bring it from Chicago to 
New York. These and other facts demand 
careful study in alltheir bearings from those 
interested in railroads, canals and foreign 
shipping in this part of the country.

He groundthis into meal 
and sold the product atthe rate of $1 per 
bushel, but the yield was so poor from this 
corn that he lost $25 on the lot. He was obliged 
to use five and a halt bushels of this corn 
to make a barrel of meal. The amount used 
by city millers is four bushels to the barrel. 


A letter from Blue Mound, Mo., on the Wa- 
bash road, to Shirmer& Co., says: ‘‘Lots 
more rain herethan at St. Louis. No more 
complaint about stock water. Night before 
last itrained a perfect deluge. Farmers say 
that all the late corn and al early 
corn On flat ground is souring and sprouting.

tiuman Experience Applied to Agricul- 
tural Pursuits. 


The report of the Department of Agriculture 
shows the potato crop to be very small. It it 
68 per cent ofa full crop. As is usually the 
case, the yield was largest in the Northern 
States and smallest in the Southern. The 
severe and protracted drouth is the chief 
cause of the very small crop, though insects : 
especially the Colorado beetle, were very 
troublesome in many sections. South of a 
Jatitude of 40 degrees the crop is almost an 
entire failure. Seed planted very early in 
the spring produced very fairly, but as the 
potatoes matured in midsummer they will be 
of little value during the coming winter and 
spring. In most partsofthe West theearly 
rose is the favorite variety, and many farmers 
rely on them for the supply of their families 
curing the entire aeason. They have seen 
their best days, and are now showing signs of 


_degeneracy. They are less productive than 
formerly, and more subject to disease. Many 


ofthem are marked by a scab. In many 
sections of the West where nearly all the 
people are engaged in farming there are not 
enough potatoes for home consumption. This 
is the case in Southern Illinois and in many 
parts of Kansas. The shortness of the pota- 
10 crop will be felt the worst on account of 
Zhe small amount of cabbages and other vege- 
tables raised. Turnips make a fair substitute 
for potatoes, but the crop of them, which is 
mever large in this country, is very small this 
sexson. Intruth, there is avery small crop 
of all the vegetables that can be employed in 
the place of common potatoes. 
VEGETABLE CONDIMENTS. 

The best of all is watercress, and con- 
cidering how easily it can be grown 1t seems 
astonishing how few people raise it, and how 
few baveit on their tables. It can be pro- 
duced to the best advantage on the banks of a 
spring brook, as a supply may then be obtain- 
ea at almost any season ofthe year. Grown 
onthe banks of a stream of this kind, it will 
be crisp and firm and will require no care. It 
may ulso be grown on the banks of lakes or of 
streams of tolerably clear water. Experi- 
tmnents recently made in England show that it 
can be produced in any garden if pains be 
tuken to apply considerable water to the 
plants whenever the ground becomes dry 
from lack of rain. It may be propagated by 
»lants, Which are easHy transplanted if Kept 
wioist, or by planting the seed, which is kept 

nearly al! f!arge dealers. The flavor 
ofthe ieaves and stalks is pungent and very 
siceable. The plant is promotive of health, 
nd is recommended for curing impurities of 
tue blood. It requires no preparation for the

t. The common garden cress or ‘*pepper 

>,’ Which resembles watercress in flavor, 
Lut is more pungent, is a desirable condi- 
nt early In the spring, when tce leaves and 
sStuiks are quite tender. Celery is in most ree 
-pects the favorite of all the vezetabie condi- 
cnpts. Itrequires, however, more skill and 
carcto raise, blanch and storeit than most 
copie are willingto bestow. Lately great 
onuprovements have been made in its cultiva- 
tion. Itis nolonger found necessary to set 
Lue plants in deep trenches, which are gradu- 
aiiy tilled up as the leavesextend. Level cul- 
buireis now generally adopted and dwarf varie- 
ics srown, Which reyuire very little banking 
ip. Onions may be classed with condiments, 
ithough thev are generally ranked among 
food plants. Ladishes are very desirable 
condiments, and are very eaisly produced by 
“ny ene Who bas Only a very small amount of 
Jaud to cultavate. The «quicker thev are 
«rown the more brittle they are. It is desir- 
able to have u succession of them from early 
spring till wiuter. The first crop can be 
raised in bot-beds. Subsequently afew sceds 
should be sown every week. They may be 
dropped a few inches apart in rows when 
ower and vegetable seeds are planted. The 
sceds. germinate quickly, and the roots are 
urge enough to pull before the other plants 
attain much size. 


PLANTING POTATOES IN AUTUMN, 


Mr James Howard. of Clapham Park, Bed- 
fordsbire, England., writes to the London 
‘yimes giving the results of some experiments 
ie has made in planting potatoes in the 
i1utumn. Mr. Howard states that on Nov. 3 
he planted a piece of land in rows 45 vards 
lone, putting 97 sets in each row. A part of 
the and he dressed with soot, and the other 
part he left unmanured. On March 29, a 
similar piece of land was planted in the same 
way Witn the same variety of potatoes. The 
‘Yield of the plots not manured was 111? 
pounds per row on the portion planted in the 
fall, against 98 —. on the portion planted 
inthe spring. The autumn-planted portion 
dressed with soot yieldea 137 pounds per row, 
und the spring portion 110 pounds. Another 
‘xperiment made upon aplot of ground 
from Which a crop of onions had been taken 
cave a yield per row 11 yards long of 5s 
pounds per row from a planting made Noy. 
12, against 49 pounds from a planting made 
March 2. Other experiments made gave 
vields of 110 and 102 pounds from fall plant- 
ing, against 102 and 69 pounds from spring 
planting. respectively. Mr. Howard lays 
stress upon the necessity for deep planting in 
the autumn—eight inches to nine inches 
deep. Even thisis not asuflicient depth if 
the potutoes are planted upon ridges. He 
recommends planting upon the flat. Mr. 
lloward has carried on his experiments two 
\ears, und though the results were not this 
vear so clearly in favor of autumn planting as 
they were last year, he intends to continue 
sis experiments. The planting of potatoes 
within «a few miles of Boston was tried winter 
'cfore last, when the weather was very mild. 
The potatoes were planted in October, and 
covered With sea-weed. ‘They came up in the 
‘pring, but were only two weeks earlier than 
those piantedin April, On theislandsin the 
<reat Northern lakes and in some places in 
Michizen where the snow falls early and re- 
iiains until late the practice of planting pota- 
locs in the fall is quite common. It is not 
‘:umedthat tubers pianted inthe fall yield 
‘ore than those planted in the spring, but 
‘t ix found more convenient to put in the crop 
i the fall than in the spring, as there is more 
‘cisure onfarms at-thattime. In case the 
‘LoW falls early the potato crop remains in 
‘uc ground until the following spring. When 
0 hept they retain their flavor admirably and 
ic very desirable for the table.

The tree 
‘orcs no fit resting-place for fowls, and even 
(birds shun itin looking out for places 
tid their nests. The tree, after it is large 
‘ough to be called a tree with any degree of 
l'cp riety, becomes sickly, and if it wou!d die

“iC Inysterious manner. Persons often de- 
_' to cut a Lombardy poplar down, but they 
id diticulty inso doing. It is so tall that

Shaw’s English Hleven Arrive in 
the Oit 


A Game in Progress With a Team of 
Twenty-Two of Chicago 
and St. Louis. 


The English cricketers arrived at the Union 
Depot at 10:15 this morning after a slow 
night’s journey over the I. & St. L.f(R. R. 
Thejpmen were immediately driven to the 
Southern, where they registered,and were soon 
seated at a big breakfast. The membersof the 


team are as follows: Alfred Shaw, captain, A. 
Shrewsbury, John Selby and A. Scot- 
ton, from Nottinghamshire; Geo. Alyett, 
W. Bates, E. Peateand T. Emmett, Yorkshire; 
R. G. Barton and R. Pilling, Lancashire; W. 
Midwinter, Gloucestershire; J. 5. Lillywhite, 
Sussex. Thelatteristhe son of the veteran 
Jim Lillvwhite, who invented round arm bowl- 
ing and is looked upon as the 
father of English cricket. A delegation 
of local cricketers met the English eleven at 
the Southern. The men are ideal athletes, 
stout, short, well-built, with browned com: 
plexions and muscular, short necks. They 
look the picture of strength and endurance . 

Capt. Shaw is short built, about 5 feet 7 in 
ches in height; but, to nse a sporting phrase, 
he is made fromthe ground up. The greatest 
interest was manifested in Mid- 
winter, the crack of the team. 
He is the son of a game- keeper, is a young fel- 
low, 6 feet 2 inchesin height, stoutly built and 
without one pound of superfluous flesh. His 
size has earned him the name of ‘‘the giant,’’ 
and he well deserves it. He uses a 
bat eight ounces heavier than any 
cricketer ever used before, and is the terror 
of all bowlers from the way in which he clips 
the ball around. Heis alsoa terrific bowler, 
arnd is altogether the cnriositv of the eleven. 
The local men all viewed him as acuriosity,and 
his swinging step ortong stride showed that, 
together with nis other qualifications, he couid 
cover ground too quickly to allow 
grass to 2gTow under his feet. 
Pilling, the celebrated wicket keeper, was also 
an object of some concern,he having the repu- 
tation of being the best man in his position 
that Eng!and ever produced.
